Washington, Nov. 9.— The monthly 
statement of the public debt Issued 
Wednesday shows that at the close of 
business October 31, 1S99, the debt, less 
cash in the treasury, am ounted to 8V 
140.0211, 5*1 1, adecrease dur ingtbe month 
of S2,-70.1l»0. Thisdecrease ia account- 
ed for by tbe increase in the amount of 
cash on hand and the increased re- 
demption of national bank notes. The 
debt ll recapitulated as follows: 

Interest bearing debt, 81,0*0,0*9,020; 
debt on which interest has ceased since 
maturity, 81,210,030; debt bearing no 
interest, 8398,702,071; total, 81,430,021.- 
121. 

This amount, however, does not la* 
elude 8650, 604. 903 in certificates and 
treasury notes outstanding which are 
offset by an equal amount of cash on 
hand. The cash in the treasury is 
classified as follows: Gold, 8379,817,-

depositaries, disbursing officers* bal- 
ance, etc, 883.957,222. Total, 81,035.- 
155,849; against Which there are de-

Capt. Perriot, staff captain to 
the military secretary, has just died, 
hit end being hastened by anxiety and 
overwork.

Washington, Nov. a— The annual 
report of the adjutant general of 

army, Brig. Gen. Corbln, to the seore- 
tary of war, was made public Wednes- 
day. Aside from the strictly techni- 
cal recital of all tho details of a busy 
year in military life, the report gives 
much information of an interesting 
general character and submits numer- 
ous recommendations for the better- 
ment of the service. 

Gen. Corbin sums up the military 
forces now in the service of the United 
states army as follows: 

Kegular army C4,5s0i volunteers 84, 
574; total, 99,160. The regular estab- 
lishment consists of ten regi- 
ments of cavalry, seven of ar- 
tillery and N of Infantry. The 
volunteer establishment consists of 
one regiment of cavalry, 24 of infantry 
and a Porto Rico battalion. 

The distribution of these troops up 
to October 1 last, was as follows: 

In the United States, 34,229; Porto 
Rico, 3,303; Cuba, 11,187; Philippines, 
32.315; en route to the Philippines, 17, 
099; Alaska, 499, Hawaiian Islands, 4(10. 

Gen. Corbln adds the following 
the summary: 

"It is expected that by December 1 
next all the infantry regiments. United 
States volunteers, shown above as in 
tho United States, will have sailed for 
the Philippine islands. These, with the 
troops now there, will give a total 
strength of 2. 117 officers and 63,008 en- 
listed men, an aggregate of 05,725," 

Gen. Corbin pays a tribute to the of- 
ficers of the new colored regiments 
drawn from the non-commissioned of- 
ficers of the colored regiments in the 
regular army, or from those who 
service in the war with Spain, and 
says it is believed the best equipped 
men of our colored citisens have been 
com missioned. 

"The pay of all offioers below the 
grade of brigadier general should be 
increased at least 33X per cent, while 
on duty in Cuba or our new posses- 
sions. Most of these gentlemen hi 
families that they are unable to hi 
with thorn, and therefore are ct 
polled to maintain two establishments. 
Also, that provision be made that all 
officers below the grade of major gei 
oral who ratlre by reason of age < 
wounds received in action, shall do so 
on the next grade above the rank held 
by them in the regular army on the 
date of their retirement." 

Recommendation is mado that mili- 
tary officers serving abroad as military 
attaches be given increased rank and 
pay- 
As the increase in the army calls for 
an additional number of military 
academy cadets to fill vacancies it is 
recommended that the president be 
authorized to appoint ten annually 
aud that two be appointed at large 
from each state. 

Satisfaction is expressed that the 
"army canteen" embarrassment has 
been removed from the war depart- 
ment by the action of congress in es- 
tablishing certain restrictions. 

Recommendation is made that non- 
commissioned ofllcers be given addi- 
tional pay in order to attract to these 
places a worthy class willing to stay in 
those grades and that U years service 
as au enlisted man shall be sufficient to 
admit to the retired list of enlisted i 

The condition of the artillery ser' 
ttpseia ly of tho seucoast, the report 
describes as not altogether satisfac- 
tory. It is believed that the time 
arrived when the artillery branch of 
the service should be reorganized and 
the field artillery separated from that 
engaged in the coast defense. It is 
recommended that the regimental 
ganization of the artillery be abolished 
and that a corps of field artillery and 
of seacoast artillery be provided for 
separate and distinct from each other. 

In a resume Gen. Corbin says- "The 
regular army is now practically at i 
maximum, as are also the voluntee: 
regiments. The work incident to al 
these changes, brought about by thi 
acts aforesaid, mvolving the enlist- 
ment of £38,500 volunteers, the in- 
crease of the regular army from 20,000 
to 62,000, its subsequent reduction and 
then again its increase to 05,000, neces- 
sitating numerous orders and in- 
structions bearing on the same, to say 
nothing of the complete military 
record of every officer aud man of this 
large force, threw upon this ottloe 
work the magnitude of which can not 
be understood until undertaken. That 
this work has been done with accuracy 
and intelligence is now history. All 
credit is due to the assistants and the 
clerical force of tho office." 

The report also calls attention to tho 
fact that not a single life has been lost 
by sccldent incident to travel In the 
course of all transportation to the 
Philip ines.

Louisville. Jan. ft. 1898 — Major H. 
T. Stanton, Frankfort Ky.— Dear Ma- 
jor A Mil la now pending before the 
legislature. No. 116. entitled "School 
Textbook BUI." We have read tbla 
bill with some care and attention, and 
we have come to the conclusion that if 
It should become a law (which is more 
than likely) we will become one of the 
bidders for cheap books. You know 
that we now publish Smith's History 
of Kentucky, and we have an arith- 
metic already prepared, which waa 
written by Prof. A. U Peterman, whom 
you well know, and knowing you to be 
a literary man well known in Ken- 
tucky, we thought you might be In- 
duced to write us a series of readers 
and a speller. If we can oome to terma. 
We mean by this that w© would want 
you to be the author of the books. We 
would, of course, furnish the subject* 
for the fourth and fifth readers. 

We will not go farther Into the de- 



commonwealth of the 
textbooks Imposed by the book trust 
and give to the people of the common- 
wealth cheap books of equal merit, 
thereby saving to each parent an aver- 
age of about $5. It is further claimed 
that this cheapening of the price of j 
books can only be attained by the ex- 
act provisions of that particular bill, ' 
wherein uniformity is sought by fixing 
the maximum price of the books to be 
taught, and authorizing a commission 
appointed by the governor to force a , 
surrender and sale of all books now , 
outstanding, and the use of such new 
looks' as that board may select at , 
prices fixed by them. In all the com- 
mon schools of the commonwealth. 

At the last session of the general as- ( 
aembly. when this bill was under dis- 
cussion, there was not a member of 
the general assembly, nor do I believe 
there was then or Is there now a cltl- 
•n of the commonwealth who would 
not like to procure the textbooks for 
the children of the common schools 
as cheap as they can be obtained In the 
saarket. The difference originally was 
is to the best plan to bo adopted by 
which the result could be attained. 
Eajjy In the session Senator Crenshaw 
from Christian county, a Populist in 
politics, but an educated, thoughtful, 
fair-minded gentleman. Introduced a 
bill Into the senate, carefully prepared 
and fixed therein the maximum prices 
of the books used In the common 
schools. He stated that he had com- 
pared carefully the lists in the vari- 
ous states In the Vnlon. including 
those who had the state system and 
county system, well as those who 
published their own books, and espe- 
cially the state of Indiana, about which 
so much Is now being said, and that 
he had fixed the maximum prices fair- 
ly and liberally.
